This, was Sat- 
urday, she said, and the report 
should have been brought before the 
council Monday. 


Efforts to reach Mevittie last night; 


to ascertain his reason for withhold- 
ing the report failed, though it is- 
understood to have been stated that 
he did not give the report to the 
council as he did not approve. it. 

Conditions at the city jail are de- 
plorable, and should not be allowed 
to exist, Mrs. Ogborn stated, and 
for that reason a report had been 
asked. When the statement was not 
given to the council.an investigation 
was made and it was found that Mc- 
Vittie had taken it. The report 
must be given to the council, how- 
ever, Mrs. Ogborn said. 

In explaining the conditions at 
the city jail it was stated that the 
quarters there are too crowded. 
Room is available for only six pris- 
onérs, yet as many as 17 have been 
quartered there at one time, accord- 
ing to police. Mrs. Oborn suggested 
that it would be advisable to have 
the. jail moved to the city hall, and 
to Have the cells copstructed in the 
basement of that building.
